Trusten P. Dyer, former City Attorney, said 
to-day that he was surprised by the talk about 
the value of high Heense. No man, said 
he, ‘‘would make such statements if he had 
seen as much of the life at the Four Courts as 
Ihave. He would see that the great increase 
in revenue from high licénse does not stop the 
crime and shame of the city, that hand 
in hand with the immense revenue 
come bills for expenses immense enough to 
startle any one. It is said that the revenue 
from dram shop licenses for the fiscal year 
ended in April, 1887, was $782,041.42. That is 
no doubt correct. But let us look atthe other 
side. For every credit you must have a cor- 
responding debit, isa rule in book-keeping 
that demolishes the high-license argument. 
The saloons are credited with $700,000 rev- 
enue paid. What ought they to be charged 
with? Let us see. The arrests each year for 
drunkenness of all kinds were 4,120, classi- 
fied as follows:

Under a different name and 
charter, making it a different corporation 
or civil person altogether, the same com- 
pany owns and operates a railroad which 
aims ata monopoly of the coal-carrying 
business and of the hard-coal market. 
The obvious method of attaining its end is 
by keeping up the price of transportation 
and keeping down the price of coal 
at the mine so as to discourage 
competition in mining, keep down 
miners’ wages, put up the price of coal to 
consumers, and thus squeeze out of the 
combined business of the two companies 
‘*all that the coal traffic will bear“ in the 
way of dividends on indefinitely. watered ' 
stocks and securities. All that the com- 
pany nominally loses as a miner it gains 
asacommon carrier. It fixes rates and 
capitalization for both corporations; tak- 
ing out of one pocket to put into another 
does not cost the owner anything and 
helps mightily in the way of mystifying 
the public with juggling reports of earn- 
ings and expenditures. 

In dealing with the Telephone Company 
we are dealing with another of those two- 
headed corporation partnerships, organ- 
ized in a way to facilitate any amount of 
juggling with the figures in regard to its 
capitalization, expenditures and earn- 
ings. The creation of the artificial per- 
sons called corporations by a fiction of 
law affords facilities for artificial or ficti- 
tious capitalization, the rating of wind, 
water, future prospects, political in- 
fluence, newspaper influence or any other 
such asset as paid up capital.“ When 
there is a wheel within a wheel, two of 
these corporations working in partner- 
ship under one control to rob a city, they 
can make their figures tell amazing lies. 

But when we see this same monopoly 
doing business profitably at a $50 rate in 
combination with local companies in all 
the small cities, it needs no ghost to tell us 
that there must be deception in the figures 
by which it seeks to convince us that the 
larger business cannot be done in the 
larger citiesat a rate lessthan $100. There 
is nothing in the nature or appliances of 
the telephone business to reverse the law 
which enables a larger and more concen- 
trated service to be rendered cheaper than 
a smaller and more scattered service by 
telephone companies, as by gas oom- 
panies.

The Choctaws’ Claim. 


ATOKA, I. T., January 28.—The Choctaws are 
greatly exercised over their net proceed claim 
against the United States Government for 
property which had to be abondoned in Mis- 


sissippi and Alabama when they were removed 
West. This property consisted of improve- 
ments, houses, fences, eto, on the lands sold 
to the Government, and for which the Govern- 
ment pledged in the treaty they should be paid. 

It has never been paid, and now amounts to 
the round sum of $3,600,000. It has been allow- 
ed by Oongress two or three times and also 
by the United States Court of Claims. About 
half of it is pledged to lawyers and other mid- 
dlemen. The last Choctaw Council passed 
some kindof legislation obnoxious to these 
attorneys and they are now obstructing any 
measure in Congress appropriating money for 
these claims. 

A called session of the Council was held in 
November to compromise the affair with the 
attorneys, but failed to effect anything. The 
net proceed money will hardly reach “fhe In- 
dians this year.

‘And in the Event of His Failure to Forfeit 
$1,000—The Same Offer to Hold With 
Kilrain—The Peds in Training—Theo- 
legical Foot-Ball Players—Billiards in 
the EKast—Latham Returns and Chats 
About California—Sporting News ‘and 
Notes. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, January 28.— Any man who takes 
the trouble to spend a day at Windsor will be 
convinced that John L. Sullivan proposes to 
leave no stone unturned to get himself in the 
finest possible trim for his forthcoming fight 
with Mitchell, for whom he professes to have 
the utmost contempt. That the American 


his claim to the title which his friends bestow 
upon him is patent to all the sporting men of 
Great Britain. He has proffered all manner of 
propositions to both 
SMITH AND KILRAIN, 

but thus far his efforts have been fruitless. 
Notwithstanding the many assertions that 
have been thrown out to the effect that Sulll- 
van’s days of usefalness in the ring are a 
matter of the past, those who are with him 
declare that he is as active as ever, 
while they wink knowingly when talking of 


the Boston boy’s striking abilities. John 
Bull, Englana’s premier book-maker, engages 
to wager any part of $25,000 that Sullivan can 


quickly @ispose of any man in the world, and 
as Bull is considered a good judge of fighting 
men, his «pinion that Sullivan is the greatest 
man ever seen in the rimg is worthy of more 
than passing notice. There is a belief in the 
minds of the majority of the people here that 
Mitchell will back out at che last moment, and 
sporting men are ung te guess what 
means he will resort to in order to avoid en- 
tering the ring when called. upon, to 
face Sullivan.

ing I was unsuccessful. I am recognized in 
America as the champion of that country b 
all good judges and the general public. 1 
have come over here to meet England’s best 
man, but, from all appearances, I shall be 
disappointed. Fleming has used all manner 
of excuses, and being closely cornered, he 
claims it to be too close 
to the late fizzle at 
to sign for another buttle. 
Smith has my sympathy and I am sure it 
would grieve metoforce him into doing any 
hard work. The general public know thatit 
requires butflittle preparation for a glove bout 
of a few rounds, Therefore I desire to ad- 
Vance one more proposition which, if not ac- 
et will certainly place Smith before the 
public in an unenviable light and demonstrate 
that Fleming proposes to keep his star per- 
former from any possible chance of a thor- 
ough whipping. I hereby agree to 
DEFEAT JEM SMITH 
in six rounds with small gloves, 88 to 
Marquis of Queensbury rules, before a limited 
number of spectators, near ndon, inthe 
latter part of March, and should I fall to ac- 
complish the task I undertake, I will forfeit to 
Smith $1,000. I wish the public to know that 
providing Smith is beaten he loses nothing, 
wisile in the event of his success I lose $1,000. 
It is nothing more or less than an offer where 
I lay myself liable to lose $1,000 and at the 
best come out even. Should such a proposal 
fail to meet with Smith’s approval, I will meet 
him in public, where such an affair 
will be sanctioned to go through 
and knock him out of time in six 
rounds or forfeit all the gate receipts. 
Under no conditions, however, can the con- 
test be a draw.

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AND THE TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION 
CAUSED IN A FEW HOURS. 


The Disastrous Floods Which Are to be 
Expected Throughout the West the 
Spring 4 Sudden Overflow Which 
Stopped Traffic on the Denver & Ric 
Grande for Six Weeks—Water as a De- 
structive Element, With Examples H- 
lustrative of Its Effects. 


George Hernshaw of Fort Collins, Cole., who 
arrived at the Laclede this morning, remarked 
to a Post-DisPaTou reporter, The amount of 
snow that has fallen in the mountains this 
winter is much above the average, and we all 
fear most disastrous floods in the spring. 
The mountain and plains floods exceed 
in violence anything known in other parts of 
the country, and not only do great damage to 
property, but also cause great loss of life 
among the stock. No place anywhere near 
the mountains is safe, as when a cloudburst 
occurs, or a sudden thaw melts the snows, the 
water breaks out of the gorges and moves 
across the plains utterly irrespective of 
river beds, and is as likely to strike 
one ranch as another. Some years 
ago a flood occurred south of Pueblo, which 
caused all traffic on the Denver & Rio Grande 
to be suspended for more than six weeks, The 
conditions were much the same that now ex- 
ist. There had been heavy snows in the 
mountains and the spring opened with a 
heavy, warm rain. This melted the snow 
very rapidiy, the amount of water was 
greater than could be carried off 
through the regular channels, and about 1 
o’clock one April afternoon broke out from a 
canyon, and come across the plains in a wall 
six feet high, and at least two miles long. 
Everyone- who saw it coming made for the 
bluffs, but some were overwhelmed, as the 
valley through which it ran was narrow, and 
the speed great. Once in the water, the 
strongest swimmer was helpless, as the water 
was laden and impregnated with fine sand, 


which rendered swimming impossible, and 
dragged everything living that it struck to the 
bottom. Thousands of cattle and sheep, and 
hundreds of horses were lost, and the damage 
inflicted on the ranchmen amounted to sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. 

THE GREATEST SUFFERERS. 

But the railroad was the greatest sufferer,’’ 
continued Mr. Hernshaw, ‘‘and I never be- 
lieved that water alone could cause such de- 
struction. Rails were torn from the ties, and 
either broken in twoor bent double. Whole 
sections of the track, rails and ties together, 
were carried from a quarter to half a mile by 
the flood, and every culvert was swept away 
as it built of reeds instead of stone. What 
greatly increased the destruction was the 
existence of a transverse valley at the inter- 
section of the railroad wit the path 
taken by the flood. Down this valley 
through which the railroad ran, a section of 
the flood rushed at tremendous speed, tear- 
ing up the roadbed, ripping the rails from the 
ties and carrying away ev hingin the shape 
of a house that crossed its path. A large 
water tank, resting on strong columns and 
standing seventy feet above the track, wae 

own and carried ten miles 

the place where it had 
been erected. I went over the road 
shortly after the flood, and the bed looked as 
if it had been torn to pieces by dynamite. The 
flood lasted for less than three hours, the 
waters dispersing as soon as they struck a 
broad, level plain, but not a train ran over the 
Denver & Rio Grande for more than six weeks, 
although a large force was at once

ith such an example 
destructive possibilities of a flood, and with 
the conditions as favorable to a recurrence 
of such a calamity as they now are. We who 
have interests in the track that may be taken 
are very anxioug, and shall not feels until 
the snow has entirely disappeared. 

RAPID RISES. 

The rapid rise of streams in the mountains 
and on the plains,’’ Mr. Hernshaw went on to 
say, ii peculiar to that section of the 
country, and is, as far as I know, unexampled 
in any other partofthe world. The country 
west of Kansas is very dry, but sub- 
ject to occasional violent rainstorms. 
Allstreams drain an acreage which would 
furnish water for at least a dozen water 
courses in the East, and when astorm occurs 
anywhere within this district, the entire body 
of water is thrown into a single channel, in- 
stead of being divided among many. The 
rains are characterized by their extreme sud- 
denness, and an immense body of water runs 
into the streams in a very shurttime. The 
consequnce is that a creek that at 1 o’clock 
mav beten feet wide, by 2 0’clock — de 
half a mile from bank to bank, and by 
nightfall may be nearly empty. The 
water comes down in a solid body flooding 
everything, and runs off as rapidly as it ap- 
a Menand cattle are in little danger, 

ut sheep are drowned by the thousand, and 
dozens of houses wept off. There seems to be 
no practicable way of guarding against this 
danger, as no one is willing to build a house 
half a mile from a stream simply to avoid the 
danger of a flood which may never come, and 
no house can stand the shock of the water 
when it does come. Ags yet the aggregate 
amount of damage inflicted has not been large, 
but the country is settling up very fast, and 
every flood will be more disastrous than its 
predecessor, because there will be more prop- 
erty in ite track.’’
